Hens which moult too early are usudlly bad

Any 
tielicacy 1m constitution. is shown during the 
moulting season. Such birds will be seen 
hudtiling about in corners. These hens may 
recover, and look all right in the spring, but 
as hardiness of constitution is essential in 
stock birds: it«is better to make sure of keep- 
ing them out of the breeding pen by mark. 
ing with a distinctive ring. 

The best “plan would he to dispose of them 


pa the mainstay of the egg supply in Ireland, 
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valuable information has been obtained. and 
it has been found that the effectiveness of a 
disinfectant can only be determined by taking 
into consideration the conditions under which 
it is to he used. A weak solution of for- 
malin will, for example, disinfect both hav 
and hides, in the first case without harming 
the feeding value of the hav, but in the 
second ‘case only at the expense of the hides. 
Where feasible, the simplest means of disin- 
feeting materials contaminated by foot-and- 
mouth disease virus is heat, the virus being 
rapidly destroyed by water at a temperature 
of 140 deg. F. 


A number of remedies for foot-and-mouth 


disease have heen advocated from time to 
time. but the evidence .on their behalf has 
mot been convincing. Recent experiments on 


calves in India appeared, however, to be more 
hopeful. Animals inoculated with the 
virus of foot-and-mouth disease’ and later 
dosed with a solution of iodine. which it was 
found prevented the occurrence. of secondary 
lesions It was hoped that this treatment 
might he a medtis whereby herds could be 


were 


protected against foot-and-mouth disease hy 
infecting and immediately thereafter curing 
the animals. The Committee was unable to 
repeat these observations nf once npon 
English cattle, but undertook experiments on 
guinea-pigs in the meantime. In this .case, 


however, the subsequent development of the 
disease was not influenced by administering 
a solution of iodine. Later it was possible to 
trv the effect of iodine upon calves, but the 
results were not the same as those obtained 
with Indian cattle 

The Committee concludes its report by 
stating that “ the progress of discovery must 
inevitably be slow in a ‘ frontal attack’ npon 
Hi disease. the casual agents of whi h cannot 
be seen, cannot he propagated in artificial 
media, and can he recognised only hy its 
effe: ts upon susceptible animals, and that the 
making of experiments, which shall be even 
ronghly quantitative, is, in these circum- 
Stances, so. difficult and tedious’ as to dismay 
all but those possessed of a stout heart and 
much patience. Notwithstanding these. diffi- 
culties, the work undertaken on its behalf 
has resulted in the acquisition of valuable 
knowledge concerning the pathology, epizooti- 
logy and immunology of - foot-and-mouth 
disease. Some of this knowledge is suscep 
tible of immediate aseful application, and all 
sound contribution towards the

A 
theory that finds most credence is that 
the monkey is not able to use his tail 
sufficiently in captivity, and, therefore, 
it perishes from inactivity. When a 
monkey loses his tail he loses a lot of en- 
joyment in life.

Liverpool this year is resolved to leave 
all other English cities in the shade by 
the variety and splendour of the pageant 
which it is organising in connection 
with its civic week celebrations, begin- 
ning September 22nd next.

“Che Inniskillings Privilege. 


When the 2nd Battalion East Kent 
Regiment recently marched through 
the City of London it exercised the 
privilege of marching with bayonets fixed 
and colours flying. This privilege is 
accorded to few regiments, but the Buffs 
correctly exercised it. In the same way, 
the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, when 
marching through the town of Enniskillen, 
always marched with bayonets fixed, and 
they were only fixed or unfixed, as the 
case might be, when the borough 
boundary was crossed. As Enniskillen 
has now ceased to be a military station, 
the sight may never be witnessed again of 
the Inniskillings marching through the 
town of the regiment’s birth. Enniskil- 
len is the only borough which has a regi- 
ment of the British Army called after 
it. The others are named after counties 
or cities. 


“Ghe Country Yoke. 


No one who has watched the string of 
peony and donkey carts which bring 
supplies of milk to Trish creameries, can 
fail to be impressed with the youth of 
most of the drivers. In many cases quite 
young children are employed, with conse- 
quent risk of damage to life and property, 
where frisky young horses are in the 
shafts. This was brought home to me 
lately by a fatal accident which occurred 
between Gorey and Inch, Co. Wexford. 
The boy driver of a pony cart conveying 
milk was thrown out on the road because 
of his horse be!ting, and the wheel of the 
cart crushed his head. Since this sad 
occurrence, the local Civic Guards have 
warned milk suppliers of the danger of 
putting children of tender years in charge 
of their milk carts. This is a matter of 
general concern to milk suppliers, because 
the order is one that may be extended to 
other parts of the country.

atmosphere will not, when armed with in- 
quisitorial powers, be biased by the influence 
of such rules? The possibilities of abuse are 
practically unlimited. How is it possible to 
steer clear of them. even if it be admitted 
that an inquisitorial institution is desirable 
at all? 

I write not merely as an onlooker, but as 
one with definite experience of such matters: 
for, although now a member of the Church of 
England, I was formerly a Roman Catholic 
and a member of executives and committees 
of such bodies as the Catholic Council for 
International Relations, the Westminster 
Catholic Federation, etc.; and. indeed. it was 
the special study of these inquisitorial 
problems which turned my thoughts in a non- 
Roman direction. I may claim, then, a right 
to give an opinion on such matters. The 
Free State Legislature is free. No English- 
man desires to be so presumptuous as to 
intrude on its affairs; but so grave a matter 
of universal interest is one on which even an 
onlooker may venture to express a hope that 
Ireland may not set a retrogressive example— 
an example which may at first sight seem in 
the interests of moral welfare. but as to which 
many of us will doubt if it is well to adopt a

SPEECHES OF WELCOME, 

At the maugural ceremony, Mr. Seumas 
Murphy, City Commissioner, occupied the 
chair at the outset, and the platiorm was 
occupied by the chief officers of the Institute 
and representatives of the Dublin colleges 
and of the medical porfessions in their robes. 
The Marchioness of Aberdeen and Temaire 
and Mrs. Muicahy were also present. 

Mr. Commissioner Murpny welcomed the 
delegates on behalf of the City of Dublin, 
and expressed the hope that the discussions 
that would take place would be fruitful in 
bringing forward ideas which would lead to 
still further improvement in public health 
services. It was extremely useful that oppor- 


tunities could be afforded for exchanging ex- i 


periences in the administration of those 
services. There was no more important 
service than public health. Great advances 
had been made in the last half-century in 
every branch of that service, but the field 
for further activity was still lange, and it 
was their duty to spare no effort to bring 
public health services as mear complete 
efficiency as possible. Dublin was very proud 
to welcome the members of the Congress. 
The last occasion on which it was held in 
Dublin was in 1911, and the citizens had 
Jeasant memories of the visit, and hoped 
that the present would be a very happy ex- 
perience for the delegates. 
TRINITY COLLEGE AND THE

It was a great pleasure to see so many 
distinguished men and women from other 
countries, and he hoped that their visit would 
be pleasant and their work fruitful. 

THE ROYAL COLLEGES. 

Dr. W. A. Winter, President of the Royal 
College of Physicians, Ireland, extended, on 
behalf of that College, a welcome to the 
Congress, especially to those who had come 
from overseas. It seemed to him that Con- 
gresses of that kind must have a dual benefit 
—first, to those who listened to papers read 
and hearing them discussed, whereby they 
must improve their knowledge of public 
health matters; and, secondly, because by 
focussing public attention on these matters 
it tended to create that public opinion which 
was necessary to enable existing laws to be 
carried out, and assisted the Government in 
the initiation of new necessary legislation. 
Dr. T. E. Gordon, President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, Ireland, said that it 
gave him singular pleasure to join with his 
colleagues in wishing the President and 
members of the Congress a hearty welcome to 
Dublin and to the Irish Free State. 

Dr. E. Magennis, President of the 
Apothecaries’ Hall of Ireland, also tendered a 
welcome to the members of Congress on 
hehalf of that institution. He had had the 
honour of being a Fellow now for upwards of 
thirty years, and he had special opportunities 
of observing the great pioneer work that the 
Royal Institute of Public Health had done in 
the past. He recalled that he had acted as 
joint honorary secretary of the last Congress 
held in Dublin in 1911, his co-secretary being 
the late Sir Charles Cameron, and they had 
as president on that occasion the Marchioness 
of Aberdeen and Temair, who honoured them 
again with her presence at this Congress. 
Mr. -R. Mulcahy, in his opening address, 
said that he appreciated greatly the honour 
of having been invited by the Royal Institute 
of Public Health to become President of 
their Dublin Congress. In that capacity and 
on behalf of the Government it was now his 
privilege to welcome cordially the delegates 
and members to the city. ‘lhe Institute had 
an honourable record of public service since 
its foundation in the year 1886. The inter- 
change of the knowledge and of the ideas of 
the workers in the field of public health in 
many countries, while adding to their own 
fund of practical experience individually and 
strengthening their capacity for fuller service 
in their own country, must of necessity 
support the general offensive against the 
common ‘enemy, disease, in all countries. 
The alleviation of suffering and of misery due 
to preventible causes was the common duty 
of all nations. . i 
It had been somewhere said that the most 
ardent reformer in sanitation could not 
revolutionise national habits by surprise, and 
that permanent success must rest on deliberate 
national consents secured by the gradual pro- 
cess of education. As far as they in Ireland 
were concerned the Public Health Act of 1878, 
which followed the Act in England in 1875, 
was the first concerted effort in the develop- 
ment of sanitary administration. Under the 
1878 Act, and subsequent amending Acts, 
much improvement resulted in the provision 
of and improvement. of water supplies, in 
sewerage schemes, and in the adoption of 
measures against the spread of infection. The 
general effect had been to bring about a 
sweetened and improved social life both to the 
individual and to the community. Con- 
currently with that progress on the engineer- 
ing side there was very great progress in 
dealing with the more dreaded of the in- 
fectious diseases. 

DISAPPEARING CLISEASES. 
While no elaborate system of research was 
carried out in this country advantage was 
taken of the general world advance of 
scientific knowledge as, for instance, the 
development of the germ theory of disease, 
Kock’s identification of the tubercle bacillus ; 
the discovery of the anti-diphtheritic serum ; 
the recognition of the part played by vermin 
in the dissemination of typhus; the rdle of 
the typhoid carrier, and the new aids to 
diagnosis in the Widal test and the Weil 
Felix reaction. Typhus fever had as a result 
practically disappeared as an incident of both 
urban and rural life; and it might safely be 
anticipated from the results hitherto obtained 
that enteric fever, which furnished, perhaps, 
the most important index of sanitary pro- 
gress, would, in the near future, become 
almost as rare in this country as typhus 
fever. The progress here made might be seen 
by considering death rate due to the 
principal epidemic diseases in recent years. 
These achievements were not effected 
without the hearty and self-sacrificing co- 
operation of the medical and nursing pro- 
fessions. A number of heroic men and women 
laid down their lives in the combat against 
the loathsome disease of typhus fever; more 
recently, during the epidemic of virulent 
influenza of 1918 and 1919, other zealous 
workers perished. The names of William 
Smyth, of Arranmore (who contracted typhus 
fever while helping to remove patients to 
hospital), and Dr. Adrian Stokes, who con- 
tracted yellow fever while investigating the 
origin of the disease, would be remembered 
not only for themselves, but as types of many 
others who gave up their lives in the giving 
of safety to mankind. 
TUBERCULOSIS AND CANCER. 

The problem of tuberculosis recetved con- 
siderable attention on the occasion of the last 
visit of the Institute to Dublin in 1911. The 
tuberculosis campaign might, indeed, be re- 
garded as having commenced in earnest about 
that time, following on the passage of the 


was pleasing to record that the total deaths 
from this disease in 1927 were nearly 50 per 
cent. fewer than the total deaths of 1912. 
The principal recent development in connec- 
tion with the treatment and prevention of 
tuberculosis had been the provision of suit- 
able accommodation for advanced and in- 
fectious cases in a number of the counties. 
It had been possible in several instances to 
secure old mansions in good repair, with 
well laid-out grounds, in pleasant surround- 
ings and within reasonable distance from the 
homes of the patients. 

At the same time, the rise in the incidence 
of mortality from cancer, in which, unhappily, 
this country shared the lot of other 
communities, had been a matter of very 
grave concern. They were most anxious 
in this country that they should make the 
most practical contribution to the scientific 
efforts which were being directed against the 
disease. To him it appeared barely wisdom 
that they should not fritter away their re- 
sources and energies in isolated and ill- | 
equipped experimentation.

MATERNAL MORTALITY. 

The death-rate among women associated 
with child birth stood at a regrettably high 
figure, and had shown little ten towards 
reduction, notwit ing the iacreaaina 
application of measures for the reguiation o 
midwifery practice. ing the past five 
vears a substantial advance has taken place 
in the enforcement of the Midwives Act cf 
1918 and in the elimination of the handy 
woman. It was noticeable that the maternal 
mortality of rural districts had a distinctly 
worse record, a circumstance which might be 
partially explained by greater difficulties, 
owing to distances, in procuring skilled aid. 
The unyielding character of this maternal 
mortality had attracted considerable attention 
in England, where the Ministry of Health 
have recently instituted special investigation 
into causes and remedies. An independent 
inquiry here had not been deemed necessary 
in view of the relatively short experience 
of midwives’ control, and pending the further 
development of the scheme of public health 
reform inaugurated by the Local Govern- 
ment Act of 1925. ‘The results, however, ol 
the English inquiry would be closely studied 
by his medical advisory staff with a view to 
applying the conclusions to the circumstances 
and conditions in this country. 
On an extended outlook it would Le seen that 
infant mortality in the Free State showed a 
decided reduction, but the experience of more 
recent years suggested that the progressive 
rate of reduction was somewhat retarded. 
Generally, infantile mortality is of moderate 


extent in this country, if they excepted 
Dublin, where political, with — 
economic conditions, had left an inter-relate 


economic and housing condition which would 
require not only a very determined, but a very 
efficient effort to improve. Infantile mortality 
was definitely low in rural districts, where 
for many years, the rate had been appreciably 
below that for rural England or rural 
Scotland. The rural rate, however, tended 
to double itself under urban conditions, with 
a result which must be described as high. 
No doubt, for some time to come, unemploy- 
ment, bad housing, defective sanitary con- 
veniences, indifferent scavenging arrangements 
would all continue to take their quota of 
child life until the efforts that were to-day 
being made to improve these matters had 
gathered a little more volume and had had 
time to have their effect. 


THE NEW ERA. i ; 
The holding of the Congress in Dublin this 
year synchronised with a time when they in 
the Saorstat are crossing the threshold of a 
new era of more effective administration in 
public health matters. Unitication of the 
central control of all medical and public 
health services was effected by the establish- 
ment of the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health. A valuable step towards 
co-ordination was made in the Local Govern- 
ment Act of 1923, which brought the 
dispensary medical service and all hospital 
treatment under the County Boards of Health. 
The Local Government (Officers and Em- 
ployés) Act of 1926 secured that all new 
medical appointments to the service of local 
authorities will be made by a body analogous 
to the Civil Service Commissioners, under 
which only the best and the most qualified 
applicant would enter the service.  [x- 
perience had shown that the main essentials 
of public health administration were a fairly 
extensive health unit, with a trained whole- 
time officer to control the sanitary ‘staff and 
to administer the laws and regulations im- 
partially. These essentials were recognised 
in the Local Government Act of 1925. Under 
this Act sanitary jurisdiction was placed in 
the hands of the County Councils, of which 
they had 27, in substitution for 160 smaller 
rural sanitary authorities. In addition the 
Act provided for the appointment of a county 
medical officer of health, with jurisdiction 
over the entire county area, including urban 
districts. This officer would be responsible 
for all that related to preventive medicine, 
personal as well as environmental, and, in 
order to secure complete co-ordination of the 
services, his jurisdiction had been extended 
to school medical services and to tuberculosis. 
It is mandatory on County Councils to 
appoint a county medical officer of health. 
Up to the present, however, these officers 
have been appointed only in six counties. It 
was hoped to make ffrther appointments 
before the close of the year. They had not 
been anxious to press too soon for the 
appointment of a county medical officer of 
health in all counties, owing principally to 
the fact that the appointment of a large 
number of men of this class all at the one 
time would inevitably result, owing to the 
absence of a sufficient supply of specially 
trained persons, in the filling of some of these 
positions by, perhaps, inferior men. They 
were anxious to speed up their progress as 
they were to find the suitable men, but these 
matters could only go hand in hand. 
THE ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION. 
They had to acknowledge very gratefully 
in this matter the generous helpfulness of the 
Rockefeller Foundation. ree men, after- 
wards selected for positions as county medical 
officers of health, were given travelling fellow- 
ships in the United States. The Foundation 
provided study trips in England for a number 
of their tuberculosis officers to enable them to 
qualify for the position of county medical 
officer of health. They had been enabled 
in two counties more rapidly to set about pro- 
viding the organisation under the county 
medical officer of health by very generous 
financial assistance given by the Foundation 
for this purpose. For this assistance they 
were very grateful. Considerable progress, 
too, was being made in appointing veterinary 
officers for the public health service. The 
veterinary service was being reorganised in 
conjunction with the Department of Lands 
and Agriculture, with a view to the unifica- 
tion of all veterinary functions relating to 
the production and control of the milk and 
meat supplies. 
They would see in all this the widening 
of the road, the securing of its foundation, 
the easing of its corners, for an immediate 
and vigorous advance in public health im- 
provement; and they looked to the meeting 
of that Congress to develop their momentum 
aloug that road. The fact that their Con- 
gress here coincided with the holding of their 
National Games would serve as a reminder 
to all—if such a reminder were needed—that, 
rot so much more cleanliness, better sanita- 
tion, good housing, pure food, proper water, 
not so much these in themselves, but a 
virile and happy people must be the objective 
of the Institute and its members working here 
or in other lands.

They realised to the full the 
very great advantage of being directly repre- 
sented at such an important Congress, and 
he hoped that their deliberations might be 
roductive of results which would widen the 
mesa vith of medical science to the immediate 
and lasting benefit of their fellow men. _ 
Dr. Charles Leslie Parke, Chief Medical 
Officer of the Commonwealth of Australia, 
said that he desired to convey to Congress 
greetings on behalf of the people of Aus- 
tralia, whom it was his privilege to repre- 
sent. Although they were happy in thew 
natural conditions. in Australia, they were 
faced by problems very similar to those men: 
tioned in the Presidential address. ‘They 
were handicapped by the distances that thoy 
were away from the great centres of researc 
on this side of the world, and it was a 
privilege to be able to attend a gathering 
such as this, where they could get into 
touch with the men who were doing such 
great work in regard to preventive medicine, 
and where they could ascertain the lines upon 
which that work could be w(t to the con- 
ditions which obtained in Australia. 
AMERICA’S PROBLEMS. 
Professor Emery R. Hayhurst, Ohio State 
University, read messages of greeting to the 
Congress from a number of institutions in 
the United States of America. In America, 
he said, they had, in part, problems such 
as those in lreland as well as others. Some 
of the American cities had more than sixty 
per cent. foreigners, and some had a large 
negro population, and they had inland, rural 
and mountain problems to deal with. They 
were a new nation, and bad much to learn 
from the general principles of public health. 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. E. Russell, Director 
of Public Health in the Presidency of 
Madfas, expressed greetings on behalf of 
India. The Presidency of Madras, he said, 
had always been the pioneer in India in 
medical relief, public health, and other im- 
— matters. They in India had a 


ong and arduous path to orig before the 
reached the stage at which public healt 
had arrived in Great Britain and Ireland, 
although during the last twenty years there 
had been a great advance in the development 
of the Indian Empire. His presence as official 
delegate of the Government of Madras was a 
proof that they realised the value to be 
derived from contact with workers in Great 
Britain and elsewhere. The Government of 
India and all leaders of Indian thought took 
a great interest in every advance in matters 
of public health and in its application to the 
amelioration of conditions in India, 
GREETINGS FROM CHINA. 

Dr. Noel Davis, Chief Commissioner of 
Public Health, Shanghai, conveyed felicita- 
tions from the Municipal Council of the Inter- 
national Settlement of Shanghai, which was 
the chief centre of China’s commercial and 
economic life. From such a pr. as the 
present encouragement would radiate to the 
uttermost parts of the world. He expressed 
special delight at coming for the first time 
under the spell of the enchantment which

HOUSING AND TOWN 
PLANNING. . 
THE PROBLEM IN IRELAND. 


At University College, Dublin, in the after- 
noon, “‘ Housing in Town and Country in 
relation to Town and Rural Plann:ng,’’ formed 
the subject of a paper read by Professor P. 
Abercrombie, M.A, A.R.1.B.A., Professor of 
Civic Design, University of Liverpool. He 
said that the classical and medieval concep- 
tion of the relation of town to country had 
broken down in these days of motor transport 
and aerial service. Asa result the isolation 
of the urban unit was no longer possible. In 
dealing with town and rural planmng they 
should take into consideration three aspects— 
first, the most suitable destiny of each place; 
second, the present condition and defects, 
and thirdly, the likelihood of development or 
change. In their efforts to tackle the problem 
in these countries their rulers had not more 
than touched on the fringe of urban planning. 
There was no definite policy amongst the 
cities of Europe for dealing with the problem. 
Vienna had decided for tenements, and was 
using all her incomparable art to make this 
form of housing attractive.

That was, I. 
haps, the easiest solution, as it distur 
people least and kept them near existing oc- 
cupations and interests. As alternative to 
this they had the building of contiguous 
suburbs as had happened in Liverpool, or the 
garden city plan, but there was no stereo- 
typed solution. The most remarkable 
phenomenon in ‘present building is the ribbon 
system, where her found houses being built 
along the main roads, mainly because of their 
access to the ‘bus services. This ribbon 
system had a big number of drawbacks. 
There was danger to children, noise, the 
difficulty of approach to shops and schools. 
It was anti-social, and would make the 


efficiency of these roads for traffic. A much 
better plan would be to group these houses 
on side roads at right angle to the main 
artery, and in this way have a compact com- 
munity to deal with. 

COUNTRY PLANNING. 

Referring to the problem of the country 
planning, he said that strict supervision was 
necessary to prevent isolated building, He 
hoped that in this country they would not 
stop at town planning, but would try to 
secure legislation to help them with the 
development of the country. He hoped that 
the transformer stations being erected in 
connection with the Shannon power under- 
taking would be planned to fit in with a 
development scheme for the rural parts of the 
country. They should also take steps to 
preserve the beauty spots of their country, 
as these would be useful for the tourist 
traffic. Unless they had some powers of 
control they would have indiscriminate 
building in these places. 

He thought that the problem before them 
in Ireland was to extend survey work, and 
to make it national as well as municipal. The 
next thing was to have some form of legisla- 
tion to control design. Housing in town 
and country must be considered as part of 
the whole organisation of urban and rural 
life. Every town in Ireland must have its 
plan. It mght not show vast development, 
but it could map out a programme of growth 
and reform. Theiw housing would thus fit 
into a complete scheme of rational] existence. 
THE ARCHITECT AND THE ENGINEER. 
Mr. J. Webb, President of the Irish 
Institute of Architects, expressed his pleasure 
at having listened to so very interesting a 
paper, especially that part of it which dealt 
with town planning. They were convinced 
that proper opportunities for producing 


of the rural. areas was absolutely necessary, 
and they would support any effort that might 
be made to provide suitable legislation for 
that purpose. The work of the engineer and 
architect was fundamental in the service of 
public health. If houses were properly 
designed and placed, so that the air and sun 
could get at them disease would be prevented, 
and that he submitted was a better thing than 
trying to cure the disease. 

Mr. George Beckett, Vice-President of the 
Institute of Architects, said that his Institnte 
had for the last five years been pressing the 
Government for town-planning measures, but 
it was impossible to make any progress unJess 
the necessary powers were given. He 
thought that architects were sufficiently 
genuine citizens to assist in the im ement 
of thew cities and urban districts, even if it 
meant some expense to their own pockets. 
If they were given an opportunity Sr would 
be found to be a profession whe the in- 
terests of the community at heart. apart from 
their own interests, and they would join in 
any scheme having that object in view. 
Town-planning should be given precedence, 
and the matter should be hammered into the 
minds of the authorities. He believed that 
the City Commissioners were perfectly alive 
to its importance, but he thought that the 
Government was not perfectly alive to it.

REGULATIONS TO PROTECT 


PURCHASERS. 


Professor J. F. Craig, Principal of the 
Royal Veterinar i Ireland, welcomed 
Dr. Gerald Leighton, edical Officer (Foods) 
Scottish Board of Health, who came to de- 
liver the Presidential address yesterday in 
Section IV.—The Production and Control 
of Milk and Food. Dr. Leighton has done 
much in his own country to secure proper 
supervision of food, Professor Craig said, 
and the subject is one which has an interest 
for our country greater than that confined 
entirely to public health. This is an agri- 
cultural country, our chief asset stock and 
their products; it is an exporting country, 
and, therefore, any of the regulations. laid 
down in connection with the food supply will 
also affect this country. 

“The Supervision of the Food Supply” 
was the subject of Dr. Gerald Leighton’s ad- 
dress. After brief reference to the antiquity 
of rules and customs in connection with the 
supervision of food for the safety of }nbl:c 
health, Dr. Leighton pointed out that these 
ancient laws and customs on food indicated 
that the subject had been dealt with partly 


that the subject had been deait 
with artly from a religious and 
ceremonial point of view, and partly 


from the sanitary or public health aspect. 

The ethical aspect of food supervision had 
now almost disappeared, and it had become 
a severely practical part of public health 
administration, the only ethical point con- 
sidered being the prevention of actual cruelty 
in the methods of slaughtering adopted. 

Of old the nations were self-supporting in 
the matter of food. Modern civilisation had 
changed all that, and most modern com- 
munities imported some of their foodstuffs 
from other countries. Once the food industry 
went beyond the problem of local supply and 
demand, and began to seek out methods of 
sending foods to other countries and methods 
of keeping food over long periods at home, 
an entirely new phase of the subject emerged. 
This was seen particularly in the new methods 
of preservation so largely introduced in the 
last thirty years. 

THE NEW ERA. 

Following upon the discovery of the bac- 
teriological causes of putrefaction, souring and 
decay, together with the new means of pro- 
ducing antiseptic or sterile conditions, the 
new era of food preservation dawned... It had 
developed along two lines—-one, the packing 
of food-stuffs after sterilisation in hermetically 
sealed containers; and the other, the addition 
to the food-stuff itself of drugs or chemicals 
to prevent putrefaction or decay. Abuse of 
the latter process went so far that the 
Government appointed a committee on the 
subject, whose recommendations are respon- 
sible for the preservative regulations now in 
> one ae Some trades still clamoured to he 
allowed to add chemicals to certain fresh 
foods. This country was behind most others 
in this matter, largely owing to the neglect 
of good methods of refrigeration in transport 
and storage. 

This process was one example of the manner 
in which the governing powers of any 
civilised country had been forced into the 
making of laws and regulations dealing with 
the supervision of the food supply. & 

HE MEAT INDUSTRY. 

In the case of the meat industry the ex- 
perience of all civilised countries had led to 
the establishment of certain fundamental 
principles, such as the concentration of the 
slaughtering of food animals in public abattoirs 
in large centres, with ai arrangements 
for rural districts, an adequate staff of com- 
oor professional inspectors assisted by less 
ighly qualified or lay inspectors, a definite 
and uniform system of inspection, a recog- 
nised legal standard of the various morbid 
conditions to which food animals are liable, 
special laws and regulations in addition to 
those applicable to food in general, the recog- 
nition of such methods of slaughtering only 
as could be held to avoid unnecessary pain to 
the animals concerned. 

In two special cases the traders concerned 
with the use of chemicals had tried to induce 
the public to believe that chemical preserva- 
tives were necessary—with mince meat and 
cream. It was ridiculous to contend that 
fresh meat must be so treated, and cream 
could be marketed quite well otherwise. 

LEGAL STANDARDS. 

Tt was in the direction of fixing certain 
legal standards for foods’ that there was the 
greatest need in future legislation on food.

The Younger Generation, 


Lord Lambourne—for many years more 
familiar to the public as Sir Mark 
Lockwood—celebrates his eighty-first birth- 
day to-morrow; and yesterday he made 
some shrewd, but kindly, comments on the 
younger generation. He is not disposed to 
find any serious fault with the men and 
women who have grown up since 1914. 
He commends their respect and considera- 
tion for the old—a virtue in which other 
social commentators find them lacking. 
Lord Lambourne thinks that the pioneer 
spirit still flourishes, in spite of alarms 
raised to the contrary, and he finds its 
best expression in the modern airman. 
Recent air manceuvres appeared very 
strange and wonderful to him. To watch 
these great fleets moving through the 
central blue in regular formation, under 
perfectly co-ordinated control, is, indeed, 
an impressive sight. Lord Lambourne 
believes that in those who guide them this 
highly mechanised age has produced “a 
race of supermen.’’ Lest the new genera- 
tion should imagine itself to be perfect, 
however, he offers some criticisms which 
do not agree with the common beliefs. It 
it often said that the cult of a hard 
efficiency at the cost of manners is a 
leading characteristic of our times. In 
one instance Lord Lambourne found the 
exact contrary to be the case. He had 
some correspondence with the Post Office 
authorities about his telephone, and con- 
cluded, at the end of it, that he never 
had met with “greater civility and 
courtesy or with a more hopeless and 
incapable set of men.” This statement, 
on the whole, is encouraging. A deféctive 
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telephone can be improvéd. more easily 
than ‘defective manners. An irritated 
subscriber scarcely will have the heart to 
complain in strong and impolite language 
if the Post Office retorts with the urbanity 
of a Lord Chesterfield. No commentary 
on’ society as it is to-day would be 
complete without a _ reference to, the 
frequently discussed subject of bathing 
costumes. Lord Lambourne does not hold 
that the existing fashions in these 
garments attest any alarming decline in 
contemporary morals: His recipe for 
longevity holds good for any genération, 
although the first part of it is not within 
human control—‘ Good luck and being 
content with what I have.”

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Favour for Films. 


Many petrons of the cinematograph re- 
gret that film-producers do not make more 
pictures of the ordinary life and work of 
the world. It is interesting to watch a 
scene of human activity at close quarters, 
and to know that the actors are not posing 
for the camera or “registering ’’ passion 
to orders issued through a megaphone. An 
eastern bazaar, a street in Cape Town or 
Cairo—not during some demonstration or 
after a great íire, but at the busiest time 
of the day—would be more “ gripping’”’ 
than the average “ super-film,’’ if it were 
done by an intelligent photographer. 
Familiar scenes, too, have a curious in- 
terest when they are presented in this 
medium. With a little good-will on the 
part of authorities, a valuable record 
of life in these islands could be secured. 
There have been complaints, says a writer 
in the Daily Telegraph, that the lack of 
such good-will in England has hampered 
the British film industry in its efforts to 
compete with America. He mentions, for 
instance, that a Government department 
refused permission for a picture of a door 
and a fireplace. The authorities would 
not allow the London Fire Brigade to par- 
ticipate in a film, although American 
municipalities gladly avail themselves of 
such vpportunities to obtain publicity. 
The Office of Works will not allow 
pictures, in which actors take part, to be 
taken in Hyde Park. Scotland Yard is 
not quite so unreasonable. It refused 
formally to allow a French producer to 
“shoot ” some street scenes, but gave him 
to understand that there would be no in- 
terference if crowds did not collect and 
impede traffic. The producer “ shot ” his 
pictures satistactorily ; he disguised him- 
self in an electrician’s overalls and planted 
his men in taxi-cabs.

MINISTRY AGAIN HIT. 


‘Tue Times’? AERONAUTICAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 

The continuation last night of the air 
raids on London, in which about 170 
machines were engaged, yielded a number 
of exciting incidents. Atmospheric con- 
ditions brought the operations to a lower 
altitude than has been usual on the pre- 
vious nights, so that spectators on the 
ground could see them more easily. 

In the area of the attacks clouds, at a 
height of only 7,000 feet, completely 
covered the sky during the evening phase. 
This improved the chances of the 
attackers, since it gave them at least 3,000 
feet more cover than they had on Tuesday 
night, but it also reduced the distance the 
fighters had to climb to engage them when 
they came out into the open in search of 
their targets. 

In the evening raids ten squadrons of 
bombers took part. 

Though complete reports were not avail- 
able it was known at the end of these 
raids that the Air Ministry and the sfore 
at Kidbrooke had been hit.

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MR. HENRY POOLE, A.R.A. 
Mr. Henry Poole, F..R.B.8.. A.R.A.. the 


well-known sculptor, died iast night at his 
home in Chelsea, London, aged fifty-five years. 

Mr. Poole received his early training at the 
Lambeth School of -Art, and the Royal 
Academy Schools, London, where he studied 
under the late Henry Bates and G. F. Watts. 
At, the age of twenty-nine he won a com- 
petition for architectural sculpture in 
connection with the Town Hall. Cardiff. 
and soon afterwards he won another 
competition for designs for the King 
Edward statue and fountains at Bristol. 

Mr. Poole was attached to the Camouflage 
School during the Great War. His was the 
sculpture on the Naval Memorials at Ports- 
mouth, Plymouth, and Chatham, and the 
meraorial to Captain Ball, V.C.. at Notting- 
ham. One of his latest works was the 
throne, carved in wood, which was erected 
early this year in the chapel of the Order of 
St. Michael and St. George, St. Paul's

One of Mr. Poole’s hobbies was the pro- 
duction of pastoral plays, and in some of 
these his wife took part. His interest in the 
theatre dated from his student days at the 
Royal Academy Schools, where he and Mr.

MR. HOOVER AND MR. 
SMITH 
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The Times observes, in a leader upon the 
United States Presidential election :—Mr. 
Hoover comes forward as the advocate of a 
higher tariff to help the farmer; Mr. Smith 
rejects this expedient. Mr. Smith is 
eloquentiy “ wet '; Mr. Hoover is sternly 
“dry.” Except on these two points, there 
is no great difference between the party pro- 
grammes. The American parties are not 
divided by a line between Right and Left, as 
parties are divided in Europe. Each contains 
men of every shade of political opinion. No 
two men could have less in common than a 
““dry ” Protestant rural Democrat of the 
‘South’ and a “‘ wet’’ Roman Catholic town 
Democrat of the North-East. 

The Democratic cotton-grower in the South 
is as conservative as the banker in the 
North, the “ Radical’’ Republicans of 
the Middle West and OQalifornia are as 
““advanced '” as the Democrats of New 
York—indeed, more ‘‘ advanced’? — for the 
Republicans, pre-eminently the party of 
prosperous Conservatism, include in their 
ranks-elements far from Conservative. The 
party division, in fact, has no relation to 
political principle; it is simply a perpetua- 
tion of the once profound division between 
North and South 

The American voter is slow to change his 
party allegiance. and, except on the question 
of a higher or a lower tariff, the party pro- 
grammes tend to be very much alike. But 
this time Mr. Smith has, in the American 
phrase, ‘‘inkected’’ into the contest an issue 
that cuts across party loyalties—the issue «of 
prohibition, and, if no new question is un- 
expectediy brought forward, the outcome of 
the election will turn on the number of 
Republicans, whose hatred of the “dry ' 
system is strong enough to make them vote 
for a “wet” democrat, and on the number 
of “dry” democrats, whose horror of 
‘* wetness" may frighten them into the other 
camp.

A Millionaire's Taxes. 


It is understood that the amount of 
death duties to be paid to the Treasury 
on the estate of the late Sir George Wills 
has been settled at four millions sterling. 
Sir George Wills acquired the greater part 
of his fortune in 1911 on the death of lis 
father, one of the founders of the great 
Wills tobacco firm. He then inherited 
569,676 Ordinary shares in the Imperial 
Tobacco Company. This holding had been 
increased at the time of his death to 
1,085,840 Ordinary shares, then quoted at 
£5 14s. Altogether his estate was provi- 
sionally sworn for probate at £10,000,000. 
If we compute his income. for some years 
before his death at £600,000. it is caleu- 
lated that he must have paid during his 
lifetime in income and super taxes no less 
a sum than six millions, a half of which 
was paid in the last ten years.

AEROPLANESON ORDER. 
ee 


At .a meeting in the. Engineers’ Hall, 55 
Dawson street, Dublin, last night, at which 
Colonel J. C. Fitzmaurice, D.F.C., presided, 
the new Irish Aero Club was formally in- 
augurated. There was a large and enthusias- 
tice attendance, and over one hundred 
additional members were enrolled. 

jt was announced that two machines were 
on order for Dublin. 

In opening the meeting, Colonel Fitzmaurice 
referred briefly to the object for which it had 
been called—formally to inaugurate the Irish 
Aero Club. This was to be the first ve in 
the development of civil aviation fh the Irish 
Tree State. The flight of the Bremen had 
brought a certain amount of attention to 
Ireland as a centre for the development of 
aviation. He had been very glad, therefore, 
on his return to notice the enthusiasm of a 
number of people. It was up to them now to 
go ahead and do something to develop 
aviation. They must remember the geographi- 
cal position of the country and what could be 
done. In the past Ireland had lost her ship- 
ping ports, but she must not to-day in similar 
manner lose her air ports. Some people in 
Dublin had got the idea of forming a club and 
doing something. 

It was absolutely essential that Ireland 
should do something constructive in the 
sphere of civil aviation, 

DERELICT AERODROMES. 

When the British vacated Ireland they left 
behind as a legacy a large number of first- 
class aerodromes, the majority of which were 
now going derelict. These aerodromes were 
some of the finest in the world. Again, in 
Ireland it was possible to fly all the year 
round. True, they had a certain amount of 
bad weather, but not much fog, which was 
the only enemy in the air to-day. In the field 
of sport this country had always been well 
known, but this year, more than ever before, 
it had excelled itself. At the Olympic Games 
thev had done well, and at the Dublin Horse 
Show they had shown what Irishmen could 
do on Irish horses. (Hear, hear.) 

In motor-cycle and motor-car racing, [rish- 
men had also shown their fine sporting spirit. 
In British aviation there were three famous 
airwomen, all TIrish—Lady Heath, Lady 
Bailey and Miss O’Brien. In view of this 
fact, it was up to the Irish youth to show 
what they could do in this new sport. 

” WORLD AVIATION. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice then went on to speak 
of Ireland's position in world aviation. Ire- 
land had the best position in the world to- 
day, and was recognised as the coming 
central port connecting the old and the new 
worlds. The real and natural route of com- 
munication by air to America was from Ire- 
land to Newfoundland and down the coast to 
New York. This, in addition, was the logical 
route. . The development of the West of Ire- 
land that would result would permanently 
relieve the distress and unemployment existent 
there to-day. 

In civil aviation to-day Ireland was non 
existent. while in all the other countries of 
the world aerial passenger services were run- 
ning daily in hail, rain and snow. Germany 
was the country where civil aviation had 
been developed to the greatest extent. The 
aeroplane, Colonel Fitzmaurice continued, 
could be the most ghastly weapon in war, 
but it could be the most wonderful public 
instrument in connecting the nations and 
peoples of the world, and in bringing them 
closer together in bonds of peace and good- 
will. 

In conclusion, Colonel Fitzmaurice referred 
to the Club which it was proposed to estab- 
lish. and said that its objective was the 
development of Irish aviation and of the 
spirit of ‘‘airmindedness”’ in the Insh 
people. 


AN IRISH CLUB, 

Senator O. St. J. Gogarty then pro- 
nosed “ that an Irish Aero Club be formed.”’ 
He said that they had the most important 
part of the club founded, having one ‘plane 
en order and another on its way. The 
object of the club was to make it possible 
for those interested to learn how to fly and 
to have their own share in an aeroplane. The 
club could not be launched under better 
auspices than that of Colonel Fitzmaurice and 
the three distinguished airwomen. An im- 
portant thing was that Ireland had not been 
spoiled by having its aerodromes put in the 
wrong place. He referred to this great dis- 
advantage at Croydon and at Le Bourget., 
and said that they were now undertaking 
this task without a subsidy. In England, he 
said, £2,000 was put down when a club was 
formed and £250 when a ’plane was pur- 
chased by it. 

He referred at some length to the advan- 
tage that Ireland had from her geographical 
position for aeroplanes meeting steamships 
at places like Galway, and carrying passen- 
gers to the Continent, thus bringing New 
York to Berlin in five days. He said that in 
Germany flying had become as safe as trams, 
and it would soon be brought to the same 
condition in France, and in England it was 
“safety first.” 

SAFETY IN FLYING. 

Colonel Russell, seconding, said that what 
they wanted was to form a body of men as 
enthusiastic of the potentialities of Ireland in 
aviation as certain adios were enthusiastic 
about sugar beet and the Shannon scheme. 
Aviation was .as important as any of these, 
or of any other new progressive step that 
had been taken in recent years. To hand 
down to posterity ignorance of aviation would 
be a tragedy for Irish nationality and Ire- 
land as a nation. 

Referring to the question of safety in 
flying, he said that it was not generally 
understood that all the accidents’ that 
happened were the result of over-loading. 
Aviation in this country was important in 
connection with national defence. He de- 
precated the suggestion that because they 
could do little they should do nothing. 

THE FREE STATE'S NEED. 

Mr. J. J. Reddy, supporting, the motion, 
said that to cater for the tourist traffic they 
would need an aerial passenger service. 

Mr. M. P. Rowan said that he had heard 
rumours, and he believed that they were 
founded on fact, that big interests in Europe 
were seriously considering the development of 
aviation in freiand. 

“I think,” said Mr. Rowan, “that it 
would be a tragedy if we allowed the 
foreigner to come in and develop it for us. 
There is no reason why we should not do it 
ourselves.” (Applause. ) 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield and Dr. E. 
Magennis declared in favour of the. club, and 
sta:ed that they would become members. 

Mr. Alec McCabe, T.D., suggested that an 
Irish dir league should be formed to look 
after the interests and development of civil 
aviation generally in the Irish Free State. It 
should be a national organisation with a 

uinal subscription, 

C, E. McCarvell announced that Lady 
Heath had telegraphed her greetings to the 
new club, and stated that she was prepared 
to help it in every way. 

Lord Farnham. of Farnham, Co. Cavan, 
also wrote expressing his best wishes for the 
success of the club, and stating that it was 
his desire to become a flving member. 

The resolution was then put to the meeting, 
and passed with acclamatior

Mr. H. Harpur seconded the motion, which 
was then put to the meeting, and passed 
unanimously. 

MACHINES ORDERED. 

Concluding. the meeting, Colonel Fitzmaurice 
announced that two aeroplanes had already 
been ordered by the Club and a private 
owner, and would be delivered within two 
weeks. 

In reply to questions from people in the 
hall, the Chairman announced that the Com- 
mittee would consider applications from 
people who desired to join the Club as asso- 
ciate members at a fee of one guinea. He 
desired it to be known that the fee for a 
flying member was £5, with two guineas 
entrance fee; that would not operate until 
next week. The fee fer non-flying member- 
ship was two guineas, and for life member- 
ship £50. Non-flving members could go up:

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that it was natural that the patient’s atten- 
tion should not be seriously challenged by 
them, with the result that the doctor rarely 
sees the patient until the disease has done 
much of its insidious work. 

The reasons for the failure of early 
diagnosis, and still more of early treatment, 
lay in ‘‘ human nature ” and economics. In 


factor, but in the case of the working man 
the factor was an economic one. The work- 
ing man could not afford to be laid up for a 
considerable time. He had to work and earn 
a livelihood for himself and his family. 

It was his opinion that the sanatorium 
system of treatment was being forced on the 
patient, and not moulded to his own needs or 
desires. . 

It was well-known that 25 to 55 per cent. 
of pulmonary tuberculosis cases remained un- 
notified to the local authorities, Observation 
proved that, though the condition was 
recognised by a patient, it was too vexatious 
to be faced boldly and promptly. If this was 
true, it explained why the sanatoria were, for 
thé most part, occupied by men and women 
permanently damaged by pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. 

WHERE SANATORIA FAIL. 

It must reluctantly be admitted that in 75 
per cent, of the cases sent to the sanatoria 
to-day complete cure was out of the question. 

How to deal with those in whom the 
disease could only at the best be arrested 
presented a difficult problem, for in more than 
50 per cent. of the cases now seen in the 
sanatoria arrest was far from permanent. . 

Unfortunately, the ever-present expectation 
of “cure” for this disease or that, blinded 
mankind to the importance of methods of 
prevention. In the sphere of tuberculosis this 
mental attitude was strikingly illustrated. 
How often did the poor spend their hard- 
earned savings on so-called ‘‘cures,” while 
entirely neglecting the simplest precautions 
against the advance and spread of the disease, 
and ignoring the most elementary hygienic 
rules for their own relief and the safety of 
others. 

MOST DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

The most difficult problem and the most 
frequent patient was the man or woman in 
whom the disease had had its way for some 
considerable time, and in whom permanent 
damage had been done. Nature s capacity to 
heal when the process of the disease had just 
begun must be very different from her ability 
to do it when the disease has paesed a certain 


the ‘‘tuberculosis dispensary, where the 
seriously damaged patients are crowded to- 
gether waiting for the cure which never comes, 
and supported by small doles of food and 
medicine which prolong a pathetic and fruit- 
less existence, with nothing but failure and 
disappointment at the end of it.” Little or 
no effort was made to provide conditions 
permanently suitable for the patient’s relief, 
and, for the most part, he was left to drift, 
or was beguiled by ignorant advisers to em- 
bark on reckless adventures. 

“ Must it not be confessed,’’ Dr.. Varrier- 
Jones asked, “ that the system of tuberculosis 
dispensaries and sanatoriums, as now carrie 
on, is founded upon a wrong reckoning?” 


“WORSE THAN USELESS.” ! 

“The difficulty of attempting to classify 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis by means of 
physical signs has made it clear that other 
signs or evidence of disease must also be taken 
into consideration. What is urgently needed 
is information of the contributory causes. 
The apparent extent of the lesion of the lung 
at, least offers some approximate notion of the 
extent of the original and contributory causes, 
but let it be frankly admitted that no true 
estimate is at present available. Yet, on this 
sand a vast edifice of treatment has been built 
up. No wonder the results are strikingly 
disappointing.” 

“The present classification was worse than 
useless, inasmuch as it led to mistakes both 
in treatment and prognosis. There can be 
no doubt, he went on, but that the idea of a 
colony meets the desire to build a bridge 
between treatment, pure and simple, and the 
patient’s return to ordinary life. . 

What was to be aimed at in this respect 
was a partial segregation on humane and 
sound lines, when the colony became not only 
a treatment and training centre, but the 
permanent employer of the consumptive, as 
well as being a great factor in the prevention 
of infection. Such were the aims of the 
Papworth Village Settlement, where the com- 
munity of consumptives had learned to live 
within the limitations imposed on the life of 
a consumptive, and even to enjoy that life. 


A TUBERCULOSIS COLONY. 

“4 tuberculosis colony,’ Dr. Varrier-Jones 
defined, “is a community of consumptives in 
which the hygienic and economic iactors have 
been readjusted to suit the abnormal physical 
and mental state of its members. ' I 

In this settlement they had a hospital unit, 
but it might be objected tnat it was not 
essential in a colony where only “ arrested ' 
cases were admitted for treatment, training 
and subsequent settlement, But there were 
very few arrested cases of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. If the disease after sanatorium treat- 
meut is indeed permanently arrested—and :t 
would be a bold physician who would make 
such a. statement—then there was not need 
for after-care and a special environment and 
sheltered existence. It was because per- 
manent arrest was so seldom attained among 
the working class that the special environ- 
ment of a TF settlement became necessary. 
They are necessary for those cases who find it 
impossible to find employment in the outside 
world. 

THE DISEASE AMONG PRINTERS. 
Dr. Varrier-Jones then went on to deal 
with the question of the conditions of 
labour with reference to the disease. The 
printing trade was notorious for the large 
number of consumptives in its workshops. 
Immediately it was assumed that printing 
was of itself a dangerous trade for the tuber- 
culous—that the dust from the type, the 
fumes from the lead—were a predisposing 
cause of the disease.. This was a plausible, 
but erroneous idea. 

It was not the trade itself which was in- 
jurious, but the conditions, taken as a whole, 
under which it was carried on. *Where were 
the bad printing shops situated where the 
tubercular worker abounded’ Mostly in 
underground cellars! No sunlight ever pene- 
trated to those dusty caves. 

One coughing consumptive sprayed the 
bacilli, not only into the mouths of his 
fellows—they worked face to face—but also 
into the cases of type, where nature’s best 
disinfectant the sun never entered. Add te 
this the vitiated atmosphere, and the soil 
was prepared for the growth of the bacilli. 

Again, there was no wiser saying in regard 
to the consumptive than “it is the pace that 
kills.’ The “ rush ” orders. of the ordinary 
printing works, the method of employment, 
with long hours’ overtame—all these factors 
prepared the way for the mental and physical 
breakdown, lowered resistance, and massive 
infection. Was it necessary for printing to 
be carried on in these surroundings’? 

In conclusion, Dr. Varrier-Jones dealt with 
the question of employment and suitable oc- 
cupations for the tubercular people in the 
course of treatment and after treatment, and 
spoke of the success that had attended his 
efforts in this respect at Papworth Village 
Settlement. " 


THE WORK IN IRELAND. 

Sir Wilham Thompson, M.D., then read a 
paper reviewing the anti-tuberculosis work in 
ireland for the past quarter of a century and 
the results. 

“That tuberculosis 1s not so prevalent as 
it was a quarter of a.century ago is a truism 
which is universally acknowledged,”’ he said. 
“ We can safely say that this decrease has 
taken place in every civilised country, and 
may also add, irrespective, in some com- 
munities, of little anti-tuberculosis work 
being carried on. 

“I purpose very shortly showing, by a 
few slides, what has taken place in Ireland 
since early in this century. Prior to that 
date comparatively little had been done 
either practically. or by propaganda to 
combat what was known, towards. the end 
of the last century, as the ‘White Plague.’ 
The people throughout the country were 
hopelessly depressed and apathetic in regard 
to this disease. When a member—or as 
often happened—two or more members of a 
family contracted and died from the disease, 
‘their friends and relatives passively and 
doggedly bore their sorrow, and with bowed 
heads said, ‘ It is the Will of God.’”’

_An Anti-Tuberculosis Campaign, in addi- 
tion to other public health activities, was at 
oace initiated. One of the first results was 
that in 1908 the Tuberculosis (Ireland) Act 
was passed. Later on the National Health In- 
surance Acts came into operation, which gave 
further assistance towards treatment, and this 
work was now—as it should be—under Go- 
vernment control in this country directly 
under the Minister of Local Government and 
Public Health. 

‘Here, may I add,” said Sir William, 
“that the present Ministry is doing, and has 
been doing since its accession to office, every- 
thing possible to combat and exterminate 
tuberculosis.”’ 

FALLING DEATH RATE. 

Sir William then showed on the screen five 
slides. The first slide showed the death rate 

r 1,000 of the population in England and 

ales, Scotland and Ireland, from the year 
1904 till 1926, both inclusive. In the former 
year, 1904, the death rates were 1.75, 2.25, 
2.85 per 1,000, respectively. Ten years later, 
1913, the death rates had decreased to 1,45, 
1.70 and 2.20—ten years later viz., 1923, 1.05, 
1.25 and 1.55, and 1926 to 0.95, 1.00 and 1.45 
—-thus during the 23 years England had de- 
a by .80, Scotland by 1.25, and Ireland 

y 1.40. 

The next two slides were comparative 
unes; first a pillar diagram, which showed 
the number of deaths from the six highest 
principal causes in Ireland in the year 1912. 
Tuberculosis came second on the list with a 
total number of deaths, namely, 9.400. In 
the year 1926, fourteen years later, the deaths 
trom tuberculosis came only third on the list 
with a total of almost 7,200; a decrease of 
over 2,000 deaths during that period. 

“H we take it,” he said, “as is generally 
granted, that there are about eight people 
suffeing from tuberculosis for each death we 
get 16,000 less people suffering from the 
disease in Ireland in 1926 compared with 
1912; a tolerably good record.” 

MALE AND FEMALE VICTIMS. 

The next two slides showed that the life 
of the consumptive patient was prolonged in 
this country similar to what was taking 
place in other countries. The first slide 
showed that in 1912 the highest death-rate 
for both females and males was in the age 
period 25 under 35; that of the females 
being 35.50—viz., .10 higher than that of 
males—viz., 3.40, and both rising rapidly 
from 5 under 10 till 20 under 25, with a 
slight increase 25 under 35. It also showed 
that the female death-rate was higher than 
that of males from the age period of 5 under 
10 till 35 under 45, when both were equal. 
From 35 under 45 onwards the rates were 
lower for females. 

In 1926 the highest death-rate was at the 
age period 20 under 25, rising rapidly from 
under nae for both females (2.70) and 
males (2.20), decreasing for females for the 
next five years to 2.45, and slightly increas- 
ing for males to 2.25. -There. was 
a considerable decrease for the next 
ten years, 35 under 45, when 
the rate for both females and males was 
practically the same. As in 1912, from this 
age period the female death-rate was much 
less than the male. For the age period 45 
under 55, the male death-rates jumped from 
1.80 to 2.25, and during the next ten years, 
till 55 under 65, the decrease went down to 
1.80, same as 35 under 45. 

“In conclusion may I say that those of 
us who for the last quarter of a century 
have devoted a great deal of thought, atten- 
tion and time to this problem feel convinced 
that with the present system, together with 
all proved beneficial additions’ added and 
incorporated from time to time, energetically 
worked during the next twenty years, 
Saorstat Eireann will show as good work 
done towards the extermination of tuber- 
culosis as any other country.” (Applause.) 


THE IMPORTANCE OF 
MATERNITY, 


DUBLIN’S PROGRESS 
OBSTETRICS. 


“We must make people realise that every 
poor woman is doing a soldier’s work for the 
nation hy producing children,” said Dr. 
Louise McIlroy, Professor of the Obstetrical 
and Gynecological Unit, London School of 
Medicine for Women, in her Pesidential 
address to the Maternity and Child Welfare 
and School Medical Inspection Section. 

‘‘ Obstetric work is the basis and strength 
of the whole nation,” she continued, “ for if 
em can spread the work done by your three 

ig hospitals you will have done a goad day’s 
work, and at present the work was too 
localised, and it was the duty of cities and 
Governments to give grants for the work so 
that its benefits might be received by every 
woman, even in the remotest part of the 
country.” 


IN 


PROGRESS IN DUBLIN. 

“- Obstetrics as a science has made great 
strides during the past century,” added Pro- 
fessor McIlroy,‘‘ and nowhere more than here 
in the capital of my native land.” At the 
beginning of the century it was the Cinderella 
of medicine; now it is a science in itself. 
Among the outstanding advances that had 
been made was that of ante-natal work. Ne 
branch of medicine had made such a difference 
in the lives of women. At her own clinic in 
London the hearts of the patients were at- 
tended to; they were working in co-operation 
with the bacteriologists and the pathologists 
with surprising and beneficial results. 

They had made good progress, too, in 
X Ray work at the clinics. ‘* Recent] 
a patient of mine had triplets, and bot 
she and her husband were aware of the fact 
eight or nine weeks before the babies were 
born. That may or may not be an advant- 
age,’’ added Professor McIlroy, amid laugh- 
ter. 

There had been a marked improvement in 
the training of medical students, and the 
young doctors coming out nowadays had a 
very good practical knowledge of midwifery. 
They would object to working under the bad 
conditions their grandparents had worked 
under in the country districts; they would 
agitate for better housing conditions, more 
skilful help, and in all this the ante-natal 
work would assist them. 


CHANGED PUBLIC ATTITUDE. 

The attitude of the public mind had 
changed towards maternity. At the end of 
the Victorian era it was bad form to speak 
of maternity, but now it was a subject for 
proper discussion. In earlier times labour 
was a thing to be got through as quickly as 
possible, but the tendency to-day was quite 
the opposite. The hurry-up policy had been 
abanaoned, and yet labour was easver than 
ever. A big advance had also been made in 
the attitude of the public mind towards 
venereal diseases, and the result had been 
all to the benefit of women. 

The interests of the mother and child at 
the confinement should be identical, and 
modern ante-natal methods and treatment 
had proved that. The scientific teachmg of 
the profession nowadays was in line with 
that of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Dr. Kathieen Lynn, Dr. McGrath, Dr. 
Ryle, Dr. Cannon and the Chairman, Dr. J. 
A. Harbison, Medical Officer of Health for 
Co, Kildare, took part in the discussion 
which followed.

HOW TO RE-ORGANISE 
RESEARCH, 
Bi háicáisieaái 
CLOSER ASSOCIATION WITH 
CLINICAL WORK. 


“Public Authorities and Research,’’ was 
the subject taken by Dr. James M. Beattie, 
Professor of Bacteriology in the University 
of Liverpool, for his Presiderftial Address at 
the first session of the bacteriology, pathology 
and biochemistry section. 

The great bulk of public authorities in 
Great Britain and Ireland did practically 
nothing, said Professor Beattie. From the 
medical point of view research must be mainly 
in relation to national health. The research 
that was being done was largely financed by 
private individuals or by universities and 
colleges, which could ill-afford the money they 
spent on this work. He did not deprecate 
the value of the work done by the Medical 
Research Council or the work done under the 


| direction of the Ministry of Health and the 


Ministry of Agriculture in Great Britain, but 
what he did deprecate was the fact that by 
the establishment of such centrol institutes 
there was only a limited number of tracks 
blazed; while there were numbers of men 
willing to undertake work if they 
got the opportunity. Then, instead of one 
man planning a special line of attack, they 
would have a dozen men, possibly, planning 
a dozen times, with considerably increased 
probability of success. Their research in- 


stitutions were staffied by young men, very | (Adve) 
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often brilliant young men, from the medical 
and science schools; men frequently who 
had just qualified and whose real experience 
of disease was extremely limited. 

“Is it, therefore, to be wondered at,” 
asked Dr. Beattie, “ that much of the work 
produced has little bearing on the practical 

toblems of every-day experience of the 
ospital and private clinician, and that the 
laboratory worker is becoming more and more 
a pure scientist, separated entirely from the 
clinician, 

CANCER RESEARCH. 

Discussing the question whether the 
money at present available for research was 
expended to the best advantage, the speaker 
said that the administrative expenses were 
usually very heavy. Much of that expense 
could be avoided, or the money more ad- 
vantageously spent, if the workers were dis- 
tributed over the various laboratories now in 
existence, and the research centres spread 
widely over the country. 

He instanced the appeal for cancer re- 
search as an example, and commented that 
he was still a believer in the individual 
worker. Team work had been tried, and 
most men who had experience of it were look- 
img forward to the Fustea! rather than to 
Too much public discussion of 
cancer research had done a great deal of 
harm to the progress of research. “If the 
local authorities would agree to give facilities 
in their various hospitals and institutions, 
and if the universities and colleges would 
place their laboratories and their trained 
staffs at the disposal of research workers, 
then the thing, administratively, was done. 
The main payments would be tu the research 
workers, and these payments should be made 
by the local authorities. These research 
workers were as much a necessity in the 
hospitals of the local authorities as the resi- 
dent medical officers, but they must be men 
who had been trained, and should have at 
least an equal status, financial and otherwise. 
with the senior resident medical officer. 
They should be in close touch with the 
clinical work of the hospital, and should have 
all the advantages of the senior medical 
officer, with whom they’ should be in con- 
stant collaboration. 

A REAL INVESTIGATION. 

What he meant by research was a real in- 
vestigation, which had for its object the 
solution of a problem which would throw 
some light on the cause and treatment of 
disease. Outlining what he considered 
should be done. Dr. Beattie said that the 
local authorities in the neighbourhood of a 
university town should appoint at least one 
qualified research assistant, who would have 
free access to their hospitals, and have, at 
the same time, the facilities of the University 
laboratories of bacteriology. biochemistry, or 
pathology; and that the heads of these de- 
partments should act as advisers to the re- 
search workers. He would put the maximuin 
cost for each research worker at £1,200, to 
cover salary, assistance, and material, He 
thought that it would be a good thing if the 
scientific medical journals could be suppressed 
for a few years, so that much of the un- 
digested literature of to-day might find its 
way into the waste paper basket, betore, and 
not after, publication. (Laughter. ) 

What a stimulus would be given to research 
if the local authorities were to give even a 
tenth of the money that they were now spend- 
ing on administration to existing research 
laboratories. The return for their money 
might not come this year, or next, but it 
certainly would come eventually. The whole 
story—and it was a brilliant one— of research 
in medicine, hampered as that research had 
been, yet gave them faith. 

ECONOMY IN THE END. 

“No doubt,” added Dr. Beattie, 
with our present methods, we shall in the end 
succeed in conquering some of the great 
diseases of to-day; but we want to hasten 
the work, and one way in which 
that can be done is by our local 
authorities endowing research in a eatis- 
factory manner — research, at any rate, 
into those diseases which are to-day costing 
us so much for treatment, to say nothing 
of the cost in human suffering and 
economic inefficiency.’’ (Applause.) 

Dr. D, W. O'Kelly, D.Sc., Professor of 
Public Health and Bacteriology in University 
College, Dublin, occupied the chair, and, 
opening a discussion on Dr. Beattie’s ad- 
dress, said that the problem was how to 
convince the local authorities that it was 
going to be an economic proposition to put 
a couple of pence extra on the rates in the 
hope of eventually getting rid of disease in 
the community. The public authorities were 
certainly beginning to pealise that prevention 
was better than cure. A certain amount of 
statistical research was absolutely essential, 
continued Dr. O’Kelly, and it was a kind of 
research that could be carried on without 
much equipment or expense. The pure 
research worker was up against great difficul- 
ties, and when his labours ended in a nega- 
tive result the Press or public was not in- 
terested in them. 

DECLINE IN TUBERCULOSIS DEATHS. 

An important line of research was an inves- 
tigation of the causes of the decline in the 
death-rate of tuberculosis. If they did not 
find the cause, they might have an increase in 
the death-rate again in a few years. If they 
found the cause they could look for a remedy 
for the disease. On the other hand, cancer 
was on the increase. Was the decline tn 
tuberculosis responsible to any extent for the 
increased death-rate from cancer? ‘Temper- 
ance advocates stated that alcohol had con- 
tributed materially to cancer, but against 
that they had a diminution in the 
consumption .of alcohol accompanied by an 
increase in the death-rate of cancer. Research 
workers were born, not made, asserted Dr. 
O’Kelly. He agreed that those engaged in 
research work should be in close co-operation 
with the hospitals, and that the universities 
should also be linked up with the work. In 
Ireland a considerable amount of research 
work in pathology had been done, and he 
believed that they would go ahead with that 
work in the near future. The real difficulty 
of research work was the provision of a 
central fund.

INSPECTION OF GIRL 
GULDES. 
INCENTIVES TO PEACE. 


The Girl Guides of Southern Ireland, num- 
bering over 2,000 of all ranks, gathered in the 
Ruby Union football grounds, Lansdowne 
reall, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, and gave 
an enthusiastic welcome to their founder, 
General Sir Robert Baden-Powell, Chief 
Scout, and to Lady Baden-Powell, their Chief 
Guide. This was the first time since the founda- 
tion of the movement that the Guides had an 
opportunity of welcoming General Baden- 
Powell, and the welcome was worthy of the 
vecasion. Lady Baden-Powell, however, 
visited the Free State in 1926. To her also 
the Guides gave a cordial welcome yesterday. 

The proceedings were witnessed by a great 
gathering of the general public, who showed 
the keenest interest in the rally. The display 
was a striking demonstration of the move- 
ment’s hold upon the public, and the repre- 
sentative attendance proved that the Guide 
movement has "made a wide appeal to the 
people. , 

The march past was a very creditable 
movement. The Guides of no less than ten 
Free State counties took part in it, and it 
was carried out with smartness and precision. 
The band of the Metropolitan Division of 
the Civic Guards played for the various 
movements, executed under the command of 
Miss Johnston. 

THE RECEPTION. 

General Baden-Powell, Lady Baden-Powell 
and their son, Peter, who were accompanied 
by Lord Powerscourt, arrived in the — 
at 3.20 p.m. They were preceded by two 
Scouts on motor cycles, who have been 
detailed to act as orderlies during Sir Robert s 
visit, 

The Chief Scout and the Chief Guide were 
received by the Chief Commissioner for 
Southern Ireland (Lady Powerscourt); the 
County Commissioner for Dublin, Miss Poé; 
Wicklow, Miss K. Scott; Cork, Mrs. Leigh 
White: Louth, Mrs. Macneill; Meath, Lady 
Nugent; Sligo, Lady Gore-Booth; West- 
meath, the Honble. Mrs. Tottenham, and 
King’s County, Mrs. Muloch, with Mrs. 
Benson, Secretary to the Rally Committee. 

As he walked through the grounds and 
inspected a guard of honour, the people on 
the stands rose and cheered him. 

With Lady Baden-Powell and their son 
Peter, the Chief Scout ascended a platform 
erected on the parade ground and addressed 
the Guides. He said that he wanted to tell 
them how delighted he was to have that 
opportunity of seeing such a very large 
number of them. He had not expected that 
great rally... He had come to see the Boy 
Scouts, but it was a real joy to him to wit- 
ness the tremendous gathering of Girl Guides. 
He had seen the Guides of other countries, 
and had recently come from Hungary, where 
they called the girls Scouts. There he had 
observed the same smartness in march- 
ing, in appearance, and in opera- 
tions, the same ugly faces—(laughter)— 
and the same good hearts, all having the 
same aim, to be good citizens of their own 
country, wherever it might be, and aJso to be 
the friends of other countries. 

“I hope,” he continued, “that you will 
carry that idea on, and make Ireland the 
great country that it is going to be. You 
all will have a hand in that great work when 
you grow up. You, too, will be the friends 
of other countries, so that we shall have 
peace in the world. (Cheers.) Good-bye and 
good luck to you.” (Cheers.) 

The march past by the Guiders, and Guides 
from the Counties Dublin, Wicklow, Cork. 
Meath, Carlow, Sligo, Louth, Westmeath and 
King’s County, followed, and the grand salute 
was taken by the Chief Scout, the Chief Guide 
and their son. 

Next came an attractive programme of 
singing and dancing by the Brownies and 
physical exercises and Irish dances by the 
County Dublin Guides. 


SHIELDS AND BANNERS. 

Lady Baden-Powell afterwards presented 
the Leinster Shield and the Countv Dublin 
Banner to the Rathgar Company, the Giels’ 
Friendly Society Shield to the Clergy 
Daughters’ 2nd Company, and the County 
Wicklow Challenge Banner to the Ist Arklow 
Company. These awards were for general 
excellence in guide work. 

Lady Powerscourt, in introducing the Chief 
Guide, said that this was the first occasion 
on which she, as Commissioner for Ireland, 
had the chance of welcoming Guides from all 
the counties of Ireland en masse. She 
heartily congratilated them on their splendid 
appearance and smart turn-out. 

Lady Baden-Powell said that she was very 
happy to have the chance of again visiting 
the Guides in Dublin. Since her last Visit to 
Ireland they had grown in size and excel- 
lence, and she was proud to say that she had 
never seen a better rally in any part of the 
world. (Applause.) She congratulated each 
and every one of them on their smart turn- 
out, especially in the march past. She 
knew that the preparation for this display 
had meant a lot of hard work, but all had 
played their parts well, and worked together 
as a good team. She had seen the Guides 
In India, Canada, Africa, Hungary, Den- 
mark, and Sweden, and while not “wishing 
to pat the Irish Guides on the back, she 
should say that they were as fine a body as 
any pack of Guides in the world.
